The Earl of Leicester, a "Might- 


Have-Been" Who Failed 


Here lies a valiant warrior who never 


drew a sword. 
Hero lies a. wily courtier who never kept 


his word. 
Here lips the Earl of Leicester who gov- 


erned the estates: 
Whom, living:, Man could never love and 
a just Heaven now hates.' 


HIS 
scurrilous, 
mock-epitaph, 


written by a political foe, eizes 
up the character of Robert Dud- 
ley, 
earl of Leicester, far better 


than do the stately lines on his tomb. 
But neither of the two tell the most 
Important thing about him: namely, 
that tie probably came within an ace 
of being prince consort of England, 
husband of Queen Elizabeth, and (if 
the laws could have been juggled to 
fit the case) even king. 


Leicester's only claims to success 


were good looks, .charm, of manner 
and total lack of 
conscience. 
Yet 


these three qualities lifted him high- 
er than almost any other man. of his 
day. 
He had the still further handi- 


cap of beginning his political career In 
prison. 
The start was cot favorable. 


But the man's luck quickly made up 
for this drawback. 


His father, the. duke of Northum- 


berland, plotted to make unlucky lit- 
tle Lady Jane Gray (his daughter-in- 
law) 
queen of England. 
Queen Mary, 


daughter of Henry VIIL, crushed the 
plot, mounted the throne herself, and 
condemned to death Lady Jane, her 
young husband, and Northumberland 
himself. Robert Dudley (Northumber- 
land's second son and Lady 
Jane's 


brother-in-law), was also thrown into 
jail, accused of a share in the con- 
spiracy and was sentenced to death. 
But he was soon Bet free and given 
a, court position. 


When Elizabeth came to the throne 


In 1558, her fickle fancy was caught 
by young Dudley. 
He was strikingly 


handsome—and she loved 
handsome 


men. 
He was a clever flatterer—and 


she adored 
flattery. 
She gave Lei- 


cester one high office after another, 
heaping rank and honors upon him to 
the scandal of all Europe. 


There can be no doubt the queen 


was deeply in love with him. It was 
rumored that this capricious 
sover- 


eign, who had stubbornly refused to 
marry any European prince or king, 
meant to bestow her hand on Dudley. 


But there was a hitch in this plan. 


He was already married. 
When he 


was a mere youth he wedded Amy 
Robsart, daughter of a rich old knight. 
For years Amy had been kept away 
from court in an obscure Berkshire 
country house, Cumnor hall. 
There 


Dudley, once in a great while, visited 
hr. 
But for the most part she lived 


a wretchedly lonely life. 
Now that 


h^ was an aspirant for 
Elizabeth's 


hand, it became necessary for 
the 


neglectful husband to get rid of his 
wife. 
Accordingly, Amy was found 


one day lying dead in Cumnor hall, 
her neck broken. 


It was soon after this tragedy that 


the queen raised Dudley to the rank 
of "Earl of Leicester." 
She also sug- 


gested him as a suitable husband for 
the unfortunate Mary Queen of Scots. 
(This was thought to be a blind to 
hide her own love for him. Leicester 
afterward 
proposed that Mary, who 


was then a prisoner of Elizabeth's, be 
put out of the way by poison.) Eliza- 
beth gave Leicester the magnificent 
castle of Kenilworth and other rich es- 
tates in Warwickshire. At this castle, 
in 1875, he entertained the queen for 
some days with a series of gaudy spec- 
tacles and revels that cost him $300,- 
000, 
which sum his various court of- 


ficers doubtless permitted him to gain 
back from the people. 


At this time his coming marriage to 


the queen was a matter of common 
talk. 
Just what wrecked the plan no 


one knows. 
In any case, something 


occurred to destroy Leicester's hopes 
and to turn him, in a moment, from a 
possible prince consort to 
a 
mere 


"might have been." 


He revenged himself by marrying 


the countess of Essex, whose husband 
he was suspected of poisoning. Eliza- 
beth could never bear to have 
her 


courtiers look at any other woman ex- 
cept herself. She flew into a mad rage 
at news of Leicester's marriage and 
swore he should die in the Tower of 
"Condon. 
But she soon forgave him 


and even afforded him new 
chances 


'or official Incompclency. 


In l.'SS, in his fifty-seventh year, 


Leicester died. 
It was at the time, 


rumored that he met death by drink- 
ng a cup of poison be had prepared 
'or his wife. 
This may have been a 


bit of malicious court gossip; or. If 
true, it may have Implied that he still 
believed he could win Elizabeth's 
hand.

Having been nominate!.! tor mayor. 
I,ols Weber took *n even more active 
Interest In the campaign. She deliv- 
ered the ultimatum that the suffrage 
ticket must win by fair means or foul.

of graft have been 


made unofficially against Democratic 
and Progressive nominees by members 
of the suffrage party.

that Democratic candidates several

Ohio's Congressmen Will "Get Busy" if They are Sufficiently Urged. 


There is a golden opportunity for the mem- 


bers of the Ohio delegation in Congress to 
force an expression to the new ideals in politics, 
of which we have heard so much lately. 


If these membeVs will make use of the recent 


flood disaster in this state as a sledge with 
which to break down the old "pork barrel" 
metho'd of distributing appropriations for river 
improvements, the 456 Ohioafts who died in the 
flood will not have yielded up their lives in 
vain. 


The rivers and harbors bill has constituted 


an annual disgrace at Washington for years 
without number. At each session of Congress 
there has been presented the spectacle of divid- 
ing several millions of dollars among the var- 
ious Congressmen for alleged river improve- 
ments. In many instances these improvements 
have been made where they were not needed, 
and where the expenditure was a sheer waste of 
public money. One Senator has induced Con- 
gress to spend twelve million dollars in his 
district for a navy yard, and so shallow is the 
harbor in question that no battleship has ever 
been able .-to enter it. 
Others have had dams 


built that benefited no one except private power 
companies, and so it goes. 


Now there is a chance to spend some of this 


money where it is really needed* and where it 
will do good. The new order of politics teaches 
us that humanity's needs are to be first, and 
that the common man is to be kept above the 
special interest. 
If there is substance to the 


professions of the new administration at Wash- 
ington there will be little hesitancy about mak- 
ing a change in- the method of appropriating 
for river improvements. 
Every dictate pf 


right and justice demands that this change be 
made, and every dictate of common sense de- 
mands that Ohio's needs in this direction, since 
they are obviously the most pressing, should be 
recognized at once.
